Jim Keating, who con¬ 
ducts the clinic, pointed out 
that any identification used 
by an honest person can be 
duplicated by criminals and 
used for cashing fraudulent 
checks. Social security cards, 
lodge cards, even drivers li¬ 
censes can be obtained or 
counterfeited with ease, 

Keating said. So can gen¬ 
uine-appearing checks of 
corporations, real or fancied. 

With the aid of a short 
soundslide film titled “They 
Shall Not Pass,” he also 
cautioned against depend¬ 
ing on appearances t o 
identify the bogus check 
passer. They will invariably 
look honest to a fault, he 
said. 

Keating offered a num¬ 
ber of pointers for defend¬ 
ing against these bad check 
artists. For instance: asking 
for several items of identi¬ 
fication instead of just one; 
asking for additional iden¬ 
tification if some is offered; 
comparing signatures up¬ 
side down to more easily 
spot differences; and, if in 
doubt about cashing a 
check, weighing the possible 
gain against the possible 
loss. In other words, how 
long will it take to make up 
in net profits for a check 
loss. He also offered tips on 
how to beat short change 
artists.
